GOVERNOR ELATED 
WHEN TOLD RULING 


Similar Suits Yet To Be’ 


Heard in Cobb and Cof- 
fee Counties; 


Superior Judge Berry T. Mose- 
ley at Danielsville yesterday up- 
held the constitutionality of the 
June 7 election in which the peo- 
ple will vote on constitutional 
amendments embodying the Riv- 
ers social security program. 


Judge Moseley dissolved a tem- 
porary injunction preventing offi- 
cials of Franklin county from pay- 
ing out funds for the conduct of 
the election and dismissed a peti- 
tion for a permanent injunction. 


Visibly showing his elation, 
Governor Rivers said in Atlanta: 

“I am proud of this decision. 
It is what I expected.” 

Counsel for the plaintiffs could 
not be reached last night but they 
were expected to seek to get the 
matter before the supreme court 
on a fast bill of exceptions, hoping 
for a decision by the high tribu- 
nal before election day. However, 
inasmuch as the. vote is set for 
three weeks from next Tuesday, 
it is not held likely the supreme 
court will have time to pass on 
the matter. At the hearing on the 
petition Attorney General Yeo- 
mans told the court he thought it 
unlikely the supreme court ever 
would get to pass on the suit. 


Two Other Suits. 

Meanwhile the state department 
of law prepared to combat today 
a similar suit filed in Cobb county 
and filed a demurrer to a third 
filed in Coffee county on which a 
hearing is set for Saturday. 

While the Moseley decision af- 
fects only Franklin county and the 
other suits involve only Cobb and 
Coffee counties, yesterday’s de- 
cision was hailed by supporters of 
the Rivers program as an impor- 
- tant step in the progress of the 
amendments. 

Judge Moseley’s ruling came 
after a hearing Saturday on a pe- 
tition by Franklin county taxpay- 
ers who sought to enjoin expendi- 
ture of money in that county for 
holding the election. They chal- 
lenged its legality. . 

The state of Georgia, through 
its attorney general, M. J. Yeo- 
mans, filed a formal demurrer to 
the petition. Judge Moseley’s order 
sustained the demurrer. 

This action had the effect of dis- 
missing the petition. : 

“Only One Question.” 

In his order, Judge Moseley said 
that in his opinion there was “only 
one question” for his decision. 
“That is whether or not the act

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MEN FARMS NEED 
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Miss Shepperson Cites 
Fewer Labor Shortage 
Reports Than Ordinarily 


Release by the Works Progress 
Administration of “specific work- 
ers” in any county in Georgia 
where it is definitely determined 
their services are needed for farm 
work at “fair wages” was assured 
yesterday by Miss Gay B. Shep- 
gg Georgia WPA adrinistra- 
or. 

Miss Shepperson, commenting 
upon published reports of an 
“acute shortage of farm labor” in 
Georgia, said, in line with poli- 
cies of the administration, all re- 
ports of shortage in labor were in- 
vestigated thoroughly -when re- 
ceived by WPA. She added that 
the number of such reports has 
been smaller this spring than usual 
at this season. 

Rural Return Greater. 

_ A larger proportionate decrease 
in the labor load of male workers 
on WPA projects in agricultural 
counties than in the more popu- 
lous industrial counties was report- 
ed by Miss Shepperson. She said 
this indicated that farm laborers 
formerly employed on the program 
have been returning to private em- 
ployment at a faster rate than in- 
dustrial workers. 

Since last spring a reduction of 
approximately 40 per cent in the 
number of men employed on proj- 
ects in 152 counties outside the 
larger centers has been 
Over the same period a decrease 
of only 26 1-2 per cent in the 
number of men employed in seven 
industrial counties—Fulton, Chat- 
ham, Bibb, Richmond, Muscogee, 
Floyd and Troup—was noted.

KILLED IN BATTLE 


Basque Defenders Driven 
From Monte Bizcargul, 


_ Eight Miles From Bilbao 


HENDAYE, Franco-Spanish 
Frontier, (Wednesday), May 12. 
(UP)—One thousand Loyalists 
were killed and 2,500 wounded in 
a Rebel offensive which drove 
Basque defenders from Monte 
Bizcargui less than eight miles 
from Bilbao, a Rebel communique 
said today. 

Simultaneously part of Madrid 
was reported aflame after an all- 
day bombardment by Rebel Gen- 
eral Francisco Franco’s siege guns 
in the western hills. 

The fall of Monte Bizcargui fol- 
lowed 48 hours of continuous 
fighting, the communique said, 
and placed the entire Larrabezua 
valley leading to the outskirts of 
Bilbao at the mercy of General 
Emilio Mola’s Rebel mercenaries. 

Bizcargui is east and _ slightly 
north of Bilbao. The column at- 
tacking it was one of four Mola 
ordered against the eastern de- 
fenses of the Basque capital. Its 
possession placed Bilbao under the 
Rebel guns, 

Hundreds were killed on other 
active fronts. Scores died in Ma- 
drid during the bombardment. 
After 250 shells poured into the 
capital during the day, the bom- 
bardment was resumed late last 
night.

“Heavy are the 
responsibilities that have so sud- 
denly and unexpectedly come upon 
me—but it gives me great cour- 
age to know that I can count on 
your unfailing help and affection. 

“For my part, I shall do my ut- 
most to carry on my father’s work 
for the welfare of our great em- 
pire.” 

The heavy rains destroyed some 
of the city’s cheaper decorations, 
but did not touch the spirit of the 
celebrants. 

As crowds swelled along the 
coronation route, shopkeepers be- 
gan barricading windows. 

The Duke of Gloucester as sen- 
ior prince of the royal family took 
over the duties of entertainment, 
while his brother-King and Queen 
Elizabeth rested.

100 MILLION WORTH

{IN CORONATION TREK 


Display Will Be Most Daz- 
zling in Modern 
History. 


LONDON, May 11.—(UP)—The 
most dazzling display of costly 
clothing and jewelry in modern 
memory—$100,000,000 worth of 
diamonds, rubies, emeralds and. 
other gems, and nearly $1,000,000 
worth of wearing apparel—was 
hauled out of cases and cabinets 
tonight for tomorrow’s coronation. 

More than 600 peeresses, each 
with robes, gowns and furs worth, 
on an average, $1,500, will form 
part of the procession into West- 
minster Abbey. 

Topped in sheer magnificence 
by the ivory-tinted gown which 
Queen Elizabeth will wear—a gold 
embroidered creation with em- 
blems of the British empire in 
diamante, showing the rose of Tu- 
dor, the thistle of Scotland, sham- 
rock of Ireland and leek of Wales, 
as well as the Canadian maple leaf, 
Australian wattles, New Zealand 
fern frond and Indian lotus—the 
peeresses will form the most bril- 
liant pageant of the century. 

Each will wear robes averaging 
10 pounds in weight. Most will 
wear ermine robes, although sev- 
eral reportedly are using rabbit 
fur to save money. 

Indian potentates, visiting roy- 
alty, and peeresses of England will 
offer, for the trained eye of a cou- 
turier, the most exciting competi- 
tion in fancy dresswear in a quar- 
ter of a century, probably exceed- 
ing in splendor the coronation of 
George V in 1911. 

Six train-bearers will carry 
Queen Elizabeth’s six-yard train 
of rich purple velvet, outlined with 
Russian ermine.

CORONATION RITUAL 
IS TOLD IN DETAIL 


Ceremony Will Make George 
40th Monarch of 
England. 


LONDON, (Wednesday), May 12. 
(UP)—Here is what is happening 
today as George VI receives con- 


secration and anointment with 
hallowed oil as the 40th monarch 
of England: 

The scene of coronation is the 
high altar of Westminster Abbey. 

Cosmo Gasdon Lang, 72-year- 
old Archbishop of Canterbury, ad- 
ministers the religious ritual en- 
dowing George with the majesty 
of kingship. 

The King first ascends the al- 
tar, and is divested of his outer 
robes, and takes a seat on the sev- 
en-century-old throne, in which 
lies the scone of Scotland, heredi- 
tary symbol of Scottish kings un- 
til it was captured by the Eng- 
lish. 

Draws Cross With Gil. 

The golden canopy is held over 
the King’s head while the dean 
of Westminster pours into a silver 
spoon a fluid made of oils of 
orange flower, cinammon, jasmine, 
sesame, civet and ambergris. 

The Archbishop then draws 
across the palms, chest and fore- 
head of the King the consecrating 
crosses. 

The dean of Westminster then 
places about the King’s shoulders 
a sleeveless, linen garment known 
as the colobiuni sidonis, a. close- 
fitting pall of gold cloth called the 
supertunica, and a golden girdle. 

The sixth phase of the cere- 
mony is the actual consecration. 

The crown of St. Edward is 
brought from the altar by the dean 
of Westminster. The Archbishop 
of Canterbury holds the heavy 
crown above *he King’s head and 
adjusts it.

SEWER LINE WORK 
TO EMPLOY 1,000 


Continued From First Page. 


Fulton county has already agreed 
to build the Peachtree creek sew- 
er line, section No. 1. The Clay- 
ton plant is to be completed by 
December 15, it was said, but 
would be of little use unless the 
Peachtree creek No. 1 sewer was 
finished. 
Other Jobs Completed. 

WPA officials said men will be 
put to work on this important 
sewer as fast as other WPA 
projects are completed. A num- 
ber of other sewers and disposal 
plants, including the Utoy plant 
and.the Nancy éreek sewer line, 
are just about completed. Work 
was finished recently on :sewers 
leading from Emory University 
and Druid Hills sections. The 
Nancy creek sewer will be 29,000 
feet long when completed in about 
two or three weeks. 

A proposal by Fulton county to 
pay one-third of the cost of op- 
erating the present sewage dis- 
posal plants until the Clayton, 
plant is completed and then to. 
take over full operation.of the 
Clayton plant and the Peachtree 
creek sewer lines as its share of 
the duty of. disposing of sewage 
was considered by the sewer com-. 
mittee of city council yesterday, 
but action was deferred. 

Councilman Cecil W. Hester and 
Councilman J. Allen Couch de- 
murred at the city receiving no 
part of charges made by the coun- | 
ty for taps on the north side sew- 
er line. (the city now charges a 
fee to tap), while Councilman 
John T. Marler objected to a 
city-county salary arrangement for 
William A. Hansell, assistant chief 
of construction in charge of sew- 
ers, who would oversee the Clay- 
ton plant for the county after it 
was taken over by Fulton. 

Present Costs. 

The county agreed to operate 
the Clayton plant while the city 
continue doperation of the Utoy, 
South river and Intrenchment 
creek plants. Present cost of op- 
erating all disposal plants is about 
$25,000 a year, of which the coun- 
ty agreed to pay one-third. until 
the Clayton plant is completed. 

Engineers estimated the coun- 
ty would have to pay out $50,- 


Clayton plant alone’ when finish- 
ed and said it will be about two- 
thirds the cost of operating ‘he 
metropolitan sewer system dis- 
posal plants when they are com- 


Alderman Frank H. Reynolds 
favored accepting the county's 
proposal. Mayor Hartsfield said it 
seemed the best the city could do. 
Marler objected to Hansell re- 
ceiving a salary of $500 a month 
for engineering supervision for 
the city. and county. He _ gets 
$400 a month now. Reynolds said 
the city should pay him $250 and. 
the county a like amount to ‘su- 
pervise the enlarged system.

OF VISITING BRUNO 


Wendel Testifies He Was 
Asked To Aid in Saving 


Convicted Kidnaper. 


NEWARK, N. J., May 11.—(4)— 
A reputed visit by Ellis H. Par- 
ker to Bruno Hauptmann’s death 
house cell in Trenton prison was 
mentioned today in the kidnap 
conspiracy trial of the Burlington 
county detective chief and his son, 
Ellis, Jr. 7 

The reference was made by Paul 
H. Wendel during testimony re- 
lating to efforts assertedly made by 
Parker to save Hauptmann from 
going to the electric chair for the 
Lindbergh baby kidnap-murder. 

“Did you ever.ask Anna Bading 
(Parker’s secretary) why she was 
so interested. -in‘ Hauptmann?” 
Wendel was asked by United 
States Attorney Quinn. 

“Yes,” she said she and Parker 
had been to see Hauptmann in 
his cell and had taken a state- 
ment,” Wendel replied. | 

Wendel declared that on Jan- 
uary 10, 1936, shortly before the 
first date set for Hauptmann’s 
execution, he received from Mrs, 
Bading a coded plea for help in 
saving Hauptmann. Three days 
later, he said, he gave Parker “in- 
formation” on the Lindbergh case 
he had taken from a New York 
newspaper and an astrology mag- 
azine. Two days later Hauptmann 
was saved temporarily by a 30-

NEW YORK, May 11.—(?)— 
Bishop William T. Manning called 
upon the Christian church today 
“to oppose with our whole 
strength any measure or proposals 
which leads the. way from de- 
mocracy toward personal govern- 
ment and absolute executive 
power.” 
Addressing the 154th conven- 
tion of the Protestant Episcopal 
diocese of New York, Bishop 
Manning said “there is no situa- 
tion or problem in our land which 
cannot be met and solved by the 
orderly processes of democracy as 
provided by our constitution.” 
“Arbitrary power has no place 
anywhere in a democracy and can 
not be conferred even by the larg- 
est majority,” he said. 
The bishop told the assembled 
clergymen and laymen that “as 
members of the Christian church 
we stand for both civil and re- 
ligious liberty and we are seeing 
today that these two stand or fall 
together. 
“It is not without reason that 
the dictatorship, whether Com- 
munist or Fascist, seeks to crush 
and destroy religion,” Bishop 
Manning added. “Religion is the 
true bulwark of human freedom.”

THE CORONATION 

Today King George VI of England is in- 
vested with that symbolic crown which makes 
him the titular and spiritual head of the far- 
flung British Empire. With his Queen he dons 
the royal purple to reign in the house of his 
fathers and to perpetuate the record of a con- 
stitutional monarchy that has given to the 
world its greatest empire, its most effective in- 
fluence for stability and a leading exponent of 
government by the people. 

It is probable that the spectacle staged in 
London today owes part of the unprecedented 
enthusiasm it has awakened through the em- 
pire, and the world, to that critical week of 
last December when fears for the welfare of 
the empire itself gripped the entire world. 

The man who then reigned as King, though 
yet uncrowned, faced what he described as ‘‘the 
most serious decision of his life,” a decision 
between love and duty. He did not choose duty. 

Whatever the individual reaction to that ro- 
mantic drama of five months ago, there is a 
universal feeling of relief that the man who 
now becomes King and Emperor exemplifies in 
his own life those qualities which hold society 
stable through all crises, whether material or 


- emotional. 


Romanticists may sneer at the qualities of 
domestic faith and quiet home life. Yet, were 
it not for this rock upon which the world is 
built, there would be no security for anyone, 
romanticists included. 

Gratitude that George VI, his Queen and 
two charming little daughters are to personify 
the homely virtues of decent family life upbdn 
the pinnacle of a throne, is the background for 
the world-wide enthusiasm and interest in the 
ceremony that takes places in Westminster 
Abbey today. 


MORE “PARTITIONING” OF CHINA 

The warning reported to have been delivered 
in person by Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
to the British ambassador to China, Sir Hughe 
Knachtbull-Hugessen, that the rumored treaty 
between Great Britain and Japan economically 
partitioning China between these two nations, 
would be considered by the Nanking govern- 
ment as an unfriendly act, can be viewed as 
little more than an empty gesture. 


Whatever Japan, with her vital political, as 
well as economic interests in China, and Great 
Britain, with her hundreds of millions of in- 
vestments in the Far East, want to do, they 
will do regardless of whatever “protest” the 
Chinese government may make. 


This is true because China is still helpless, 
despite its great bulk and latent man power, to 
resist any of the major nations of the world. 
Not only is China unprepared in armaments 
and modernly trained military forces, but there 
is little question that, in the event of a. war 
with an outside enemy, internal schisms would 
sap Chinese strength. 

While the unification movement has moved 
along apace during the past ten years or more, 
there are still many Chinese war lords—as illus- 
trated by the recent eruption of General Chang 
Sueh-liang—who would be willing to bring the 
threat of defeat for the nation if their personal 
fortunes might be bettered. 

It will be many a year before China is strong 
enough to command sufficient respect from 
preying nations to force them to adopt a 
hands-off policy. 

In the meantime, General Chiang and the 
other Chinese leaders may accomplish a “face- 
saving” purpose by repeated protests—but these 
protests, as in the present instance, will have 
little or no deterring effect. 

If Great Britain and Japan are really nego- 
tiating a treaty under which they will restrict 
their business “spheres of influence” in China,

THE BETTER WAY 

Burke county has demonstrated the best way 
in which lynching may be stamped out. 

On April 26 a negro in Burke county as- 
saulted a white woman. A short time after the 
crime he was captured by an enraged mob. The 
stage was set for another lynching. Two Burke 
county farmers, however, rescued the man from 
his captors. The negro was lodged in jail. The 
names of his rescuers should forever be in- 
scribed in the honor rolls of their state and 
county. ; 

On Monday, only two weeks after the crime, 
the negro was indicted and tried in Waynes- 
boro. Proper guard was provided, the negro 
pleaded guilty, the jury found him guilty in five 
minutes, he was sentenced to die in the electric 
chair and the entire trial was completed in 40 
minutes. “we 

Thus Burke county has avoided a blot upon 
her own escutcheon and upon the good name 
of Georgia. She has seen that justice, prompt 
and inviolable, has been enacted upon the per- 
petrator of a foul crime and at the same time 
she has upheld in dignity and integrity the law 
and the courts of the state. 

Gradually the lyncher is being eradicated 
from America. Each year the record improves. 
With such people as the good citizens of Burke 
county setting the example, there is hope that 
the day is not far distant when the rope of the 
lyncher will be as strange in modern life as is 
the stake of the Salem witchburner. 

Legal technicality and the law’s delays have 
been, in the past, the stock excuse of the mob. 
Prompt administration of legal justice, as in 
Burke county, will take away the last argument 
from those so benighted as to attempt to de- 
fend mass outrage. 


HYDROPHOBIA MENACE 


Twice within a month residents of the Clair- 
mont Park section of Decatur have seen a mad- 
dog ravening through their streets, have seen 
their children bitten by the infected beast. In 
each instance the animal has come into De- 
catur from outside the city. . 

The experience of Atlanta’s neighboring 
community city forcefully demonstrates the 
need for a state-wide dog law. It shows how, 
although a city or town may have an excellent 
law for the control of dogs and the protection 
of its people against hydrophobia, animals from 
beyond the city limits still menace the lives of 
children and adults. 

,. Decatur has a city ordinance requiring that 
every dog owned in the city must be tagged 
and inoculated with antirabies serum at least 
once a year. That ordinance is rigidly en- 
forced and the danger of hydrophobia attack- 
ing a Decatur dog is thus placed at a minimum. 

If there were a similar law, state-wide in its 
application, protection would not only be made 
effective inside city boundaries, but would like- 
wise protect every child, every adult and every 
dog in the state.

FAIR ENOUGH

Although Mussolini 
Of Press insists that Fascism 
is not an export commodity and 
Hitler says the same of his type 
of lunacy, there comes a point in 
their relations with the free coun- 
tries when they try to impose 
their peculiar ideas on the neigh- 
bors. They both presume to sug- 
gest, even demand, that freedom 
of speech and freedom the press 
be curtailed in countries which 
guarantee such freedom. 

Inasmuch as impaired or limit- 
ed freedom in these matters isn’t 
freedom at all, what they require 
of us is the abolition of two very 
important rights, It makes no dif- 
ference to them whether we and 
the British do this by violating our 
existing laws or by changing the 
laws in violation of our principles. 

They tell us what we have to do 
and leave the details to us, which 
is generous of them, to be sure. 

The recent La Guardia affair 
Was an instance of interference. It 
may be that was only campaign- 
ing when he said Hitler would 
shame Nero out of a chamber of 
horrors, or whatever it was that 
he did say, but unless you are go- 
ing into a question of etiquette, 
Fiorello’s position was sound. 

However, our laws don’t deal 
with etiquette. Mayor La Guardia 
was way inside the law and if it 
comes to a matter of etiquette, our 
little chestnut-stabber would have 
been justified if he had turned on 
Cordell Hull and given him the 
rough side of his tongue for apol- 
ogizing to ‘Hitler in the name of 
the national government. He could 
have said to Mr. Hull: 

“Listen, you, what do you mean 
deprecating the conduct of the 
lawfully elected mayor of New 
York? Mind your own business.”

No Italian or German 
newspaper dares print anything 
contrary to instructions or omit 
anything sent down from the 
Press-and-Propaganda Bureau 
with the “must” stamp on it. 

So when Mussolini’s papers 
print dirty pieces about the Brit- 
ish and even incite riots around 
the British embassy in Rome as 
they have done, those pieces are 
really state documents and the of- 
ficial sentiments of Popeye him- 
self. On the other hand, when a 
British paper plucks a little fuzz 
off Popeye’s chest and blows it in 
his face with a reference to 
Adowa or Caporetto, or the dash- 
ing retreats of the black shirts in 
Spain, that is an independent ut- 
terance. 

The reason Mussolini burns up 
at these references is that he has 
spent 14 years trying to make the 
world and Italy think of the Ital- 
lans as conquerors. But the Brit- 
ish government isn’t responsible. 
The cabinet members probably do 
get some private enjoyment out of 
these reminders of occasions when 
the invincible legions ran like! 
hares, but they know every na- 
tion has its own raw spots. The 
only difference is that Mussolini 
can’t take it. He can dish it, but 
he can’t take it at all.

AMERICAN. NERVOUSNESS 
CALLS FOR AN ANTIDOTE. 
The American way of living in- 

volves much dissembling of naty- 
ral feelings and impulses and a 
growing tendency to substitute ex- 
citement for recreation, thrill for 
diversion, boredom and ennui for 
relaxation, vice for pleasure, busi- 
ness for work, sport for play and 
restless yearning for content- 
ment. 

Instead of playing games Amer- 
icans prefer to watch others play. 
This is all right for honest work- 
ing folk, that is, for people who 
work with their muscles or get 
exercise regularly in one way or 
another. It is all wrong for seden- 
tary folk, that is, for people who 
live by their wits or as parasites: 
It is wrong because the spectator 
or fan cannot possibly use _ in 
frantic screaming, stamping of 
feet, applause, booing and other 
hysterical manifestations the large 
amount of energy—the only kind 
of energy physiology recognizes— 
released by the excitement of the 
game. What happens is that the 
vital machinery is racked. What 
happens when you habitually race 
your automobile engine? What 
happens when the belt slips off 
from a flywheel? 

Examination of 25 members of 
a university football team after 
the final and most “important” 
game of the season—important, of 
course, to those who exploit the 
sport—showed that 12 had sugar 
in the urine, and five of these had 
not played in the game but had 
been all keyed up waiting on the 
sidelines for the tin god coach to 
send them in there. 

Examination of nine medical 
students who, like the 25 football 
players, were all normally sugar- 
free, following a hard examina- 
tion showed that four had sugar 
in the urine. Only one student in 
the same group, examined after 
an easy examination, had sugar in 
the urine. 

If tests could be made of all 
spectators before and after a 
game, probably a larger propor- 
tion of them would show the 
signs of damage to the vital ma- 
chinery. It is in the grandstand 
or the bleachers, not on the play- 
ing field, that the gravest casual- 
ties of baseball, boxing, football 
and other popular sports occur. 

At the same time the spilling of 
blood sugar occurs in emotional 
stress there is generally a great 
speeding up of the heart action 
which becomes both faster and 
more forcible and a sharp rise in 
blood pressure. These and other 
well recognized manifestations are 
due to the increased secretion of 
adrenin by the adrenal glands 
stimulated by emotion. Adrenin 
is fairly called an “antidote for 
muscular fatigue”—a vital essen- 
tiak where one’s natural reaction 
is to fight or run away; but bad 
medicine where one substitutes 
imaginary reaction.

| Since a seat in Westminster Ab- 
bey during a coronation cannot be 
had for love or money but by in- 
vitation only, the lucky recipient 
of one of the invitations would, if 
unable to go, most likely pass on 
the invitation to a kinsman who 
could. Still, there may be a per- 
son somewhere who didn’t do 
anything with his invitation ex- 
cept. to wonder why he received 
it.and then put it away in a box 
in the attic to keep as a souvenir 
for future grandchildren. 

That’s what Mrs. Robert 
Shackelford, of Jacksonville, Flat, 
did when she received an invita- 
tion to the coronation of King Ed- 
ward VII 35 years ago. She and 
her husband (who is now dead) 
were living in Madison, Fla., when 
the invitation came in the spring 
of 1902. Mrs. Shackelford opened 
the heavy square envelope, which 
was addressed to both of them in 
an unfamiliar hand, thinking it 
was a wedding invitation. Imagine 
her astonishment when she pulled 
out a double-folded sheet of heavy 
white paper and read: 

The Royal Family of Great Britain 
and Ireland, Imperial India and 
the British Colonial Posses- 
sions Beyond the Seas 
Greeteth thee and commandeth 
thy presence at the 
Abbey of Westminster in the 
Ancient ‘City of London on the

Inclosed 
with the invitation were {wo 
printed slips of paper, which gave 
the minutest detail as to costume. 
There were various instructions as 
to dress; it seemed that different 
people were supposed to dress ac- 
cording to their trade or walk in 
life. There was some mention of 
wearing the color purple, wearing 
feathers in one’s hair, and wearing 
trains so many inches long. 

Mrs. Shackelford cannot explain 
why she and her husband were 
honored with this invitation. But 
her daughter, Mrs. Leon B. Adams, 
of Atlanta, who now has posses- 
sion of the invitation, believes 
there was some connection be- 
tween that and another invitation

‘Sold’ Stocks for Income 
Tax Losses. 


NEW YORK, May 11.—-(>)— 
Government counsel introduced 
at the Raskob-du Pont tax hear- 
ing today a letter tending to show 
the cross sales of stocks had been 
made by a friend of Pierre S, du 
Pont from an account guaranteed 
by him in order to establish losses 
for income tax purposes after the 
1929 market crash.

28 Bodies of Germans To Be 
Sent Back to Native 
“i Land. 


NEW YORK, May 11.—(P)— 
Arms raised toward the sunset in 
Nazi salute, thousands of persons 
filed past 28 coffins tonight in the 
final American tribute to Germans 
who died in the Hindenburg in- 
ferno. 

In the throng at the Hudson riv- 
er pier of the Hamburg-American 
line, preparatory to sending home 
by water those who were to have 
gone by air, were about 20 sur- 
vivors of the catastrophe, some of 
them still swathed in bandages. 

The flag-draped coffins of their 
comrades lay in single file along 
the pier, and for two hours before 
the funeral ceremony the proces- 
sion filed by, German societies 
and 500 members of the crew of 
the liner Hamburg. 

Dr. Hans Luther, retiring Ger- 
man ambassador to Washington, 
and Commander Charles E. Rosen- 
dahl, American airship hero and 
commandant of the Lakehurst 
naval air station, where the Hin- 
denburg plunged to earth in flames 
Thursday, delivered the principal 
eulogies.

WASHINGTON, May 11.—(?)— 
A house labor subcommittee heard 
a union leader declare today that 
the giant textile industry is head- 
ing toward a complete midsummer 
shutdown as the result of “break- 
neck” production ordered to pe- 
nalize organizing workers. 


Francis J. Gorman, president of 
the United Textile Workers, told 
the committee the shutdown 
would come within three months 
unless congress acts in the mean- 
time to regulate the industry. 

He testified at a hearing on the 
bill by Representative Ellenbogen, 
Pennsylvania Democrat, to create 
a “little NRA” for textiles. 

Discussing his union’s campaign 
to complete organization of textile 
workers, the witness said it was 
backed by John L. Lewis’ Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization 
and had a $1,000,000 campaign 
fund contributed by Lewis allies. 

Meanwhile Senator Byrnes, of 
South Carolina, proposed a law to 
prohibit the interstate transporta- 
tion of persons hired to disturb 
peaceful picketing of strikers or to 
interfere with the right of em- 
ployes to organize for collective 
bargaining. 

His bill provides a maximum 
penalty of two years’ imprison- 
ment and a $5,000 fine.

Plantains,.the banana-like fruit 
found in the tropics, did more than 
anything else to save Stanley’s 
arty from starving during their 
ong, hard marches through the 
pygmy country in central Africa. 


They lifted the chest. 


Sometimes, on those marches, 
they had to cut their way through 
the mass of plant life, using knives, 
sickles and axes. Troops of mon- 
keys swung themselves from tree 


ipygmy customs: 


when they heard the noise of 
many persons talking. Looking 
ahead of them, say saw some pyg- 
mies who had gathered around the 
ammunition box. They were try- 
ing to lift it, but were not able to 
do so. All of them seemed to be 
trying to tell how to perform the 
trick.’ 

At length certain of the little 
men came to the scene with a long 
pole, and passed it under the ropes 
around the box. This mde it pos- 
sible for them to lift and carry it. 
When they had gone only a few 
yards, one of Stanley’s scouts rais- 
ed his gun and fired into the air. 
The noise frightened the pygmies, 
so they dropped their load and ran 
away. 

Here, in shortened form, are 
paragraphs Stanley wrote about 


“Their homes are low-roofed, 
and of oval shape. The doors are 
from two to three feet high. The 
huts in a village are placed in a 
circle, and at the center of the 
circle is the home of the chief and 
his family. 

“The pygmies live in the forests. 
They have a fine knowledge of 
woodcraft. They are of value to 
the larger natives. because they 
quickly learn about the coming of 
strangers and send warnings over 
the whole region. 

“As weapons they use little bows 
and arrows, the tips of which are 
covered with poison. They also 
carry spears. With their poisoned

Brandeis Said To Wield Wider I Be a 


Than Any Other Justice on High C Court 


“The Nine Old Men”

: Fought by Drugs. 

But there was one vote in the 
roll call which aroused widespread 
surprise. This was the unexpected 
“No” of Senator William S. Ken- 
yon, of Iowa. A militant progres- 
sive and staunch ally of the elder 
Senator La Follette, Kenyon was 
one of the first to acclaim Bran- 
deis’ appointment. But in those 
days the dry forces were omnip- 
otent in some states and the 
Anti-Saloon League was one of the 
organizations which turned thumbs 
down on Brandeis. It accused him 
of being a “tool of the liquor in- 
terests,” as a result of having been 
employed as attorney for Massa- 
chusetts brewers to put an end to 
a blackmailing racket which was 
flourishing in the legislature. It 
had become the practice of graft- 
ing lawmakers to introduce dras- 
tic dry measurés and to threaten 
to press them unless bought off. 
These demands finally became so 
heavy that the brewers refused to 
be shakén down any longer and 
employed Brandeis to break up the 
system. He exposed it, drove the 
guilty legislators to cover and put 
an end to their exactions. 

Because of this proféssional con- 
nection, the prohibitionists, led by 
the Anti-Saloon League, opposed 
Brandeis; and Kenyon, a fanatical 
dry, was persuaded to disregard 
his original indorsement and vote 
shoulder to shoulder with the re- 
actionaries against confirmation. 

Borah Apology. 

Senator Borah, who also voted 
against confirmation, since has 
apologized, but President Lowell, 
of Harvard, who took the lead in 
the Boston opposition, remained 
silent. 


Five years later when President. 


Harding appointed Taft chief jus- 
tice, many were surprised to dis- 
cover that a warm friendship ex- 
isted between Taft and Brandeis. 
Because of the bitter Ballinger ep- 
isode and Taft’s subsequent dis- 
play of vindictiveness, it was gen- 
erally believed that the two men 


-were not on speaking terms. But 


one day, several years after his 
appointment, Brandeis was out 
taking his regular evening stroll 
just before dinner, which is served 
punctually at seven. It was a 
rainy, misty evening, and he was 
hurrying back to his home when, 
in turning a corner, he bumped 
into a large, portly gentleman also 
walking rapidly. 

Brandeis looked up, but before 
he could say anything the other 
man held out his hand and said: 

“Isn’t this Mr. Brandeis? I am 
Mr. Taft. I once'did you a great 
injustice, Mr. Brandeis. I am 
sorry.’ 

“Thank you, Mr. Taft.” 

“Good night, Mr. Brandeis.” 

“Good night, Mr. Taft.” 

Lives Simply. ~~ 

Justice and Mrs. Brandeis live 

very simply in an old-fashioned 
apartment house which still sur- 
vives the inroads of the more mod- 
ern palaces built by ex-President 
Hoover, ex-President Wilson, ex- 
Senator Reed and ex-Under Sec- 
retary of State Castle just two 
blocks away. The negro elevator 
boy takes visitors up in a lift 
reminiscent of the horse-and-bug- 
gy days, and it is not necessary 
to be announced in advance. The 
Brandeis apartment is simple al- 
most to the point of austerity. The 
furniture is old-fashioned and 
none too comfortable. The food, 
served by an aged negro, is equal- 
ly plain. Usually there is no cloth 
on the table. 

“Man,” the justice once told a 
young friend, “should live aus- 
terely. The greatest menace to 
freedom is an inert people. “And, 
son,” he added, “there are no de- 
grees of austerity. Either you are 
austere or you are not austere.” 


Seldom Dines Out. 


The justice dines out almost 
never, not even accepting invita- 
tions to the White House. But 
the Brandeis home is the focal 
point of leaders from many walks 
of life who come for advice, com- 
panionship and inspiration. 

In his quiet, unobtrusive way, 
Brandeis wields a wider influence 
than any other justice on the 
court. Lawyers, business execu- 
tives, social workers come from 


New York and other cities when, 


he is able to see them, as he near- 
ly always is. The justice is con- 
sciously and deliberately a teach- 
er, particularly with young peo- 
ple. Sympathetic and patient, he 
definitely seeks to pass on to the 
younger generation a point of 
view, a courageous philosophy of 
life that may help the next gen- 
eration to face its problems. 
Recently he suggested to three 
young lawyers in the Roosevelt

New Secretaries. 

Every autumn at the beginning 
of the court term, Brandeis takes 
fa new sécretary recommended to 
| him by Felix Frankfurter from 
the graduating class of the Har- 
vard Law School, and each spring 
he launches his secretary on a 
career of his own. A friend once 
remonstrated with the justice for 
putting himself to the trouble of 
breaking in a new secretary each 
year, but Brandeis replied: “It’s 
goed for.me. It kéeps me from 
getting lazy.” 

The justicé has a musty oftice 
one flight above his living apart- 
ment where his secretary works. 
He himself does most of his writ- 
ing in- tiny room just off his own 
downstairs living room. It is al- 
most bare, containing only a desk, 
a chair and a couch with a steam- 
er rug on which thé justice catnaps 
when he is drowsy. But there is 
a view from his window which 
spreads out over the city of Wash- 
ington, far beyond the swanky 
résidences of Hoover and Wood-|*« 
row Wilson to the Washington 
Monument, the Lincoln Memorial 
and thé sloping banks of the Po- 
tomac. 

Oldest Court Member. 

Sitting before that window, 
Brandeis has written some of the 
most stirring opinions in court his- 
tory. He writes them all in pen- 
cil, correcting and revising over 
and over again until they are per- 
fect. He is the oldest member of 
the court now, and is approaching 
his 80th birthday, but he carries 
more tran his share of the court’s 
work. During the 1936 term he 
wrote 16 opinions, whick was 13 
more than Van Devanter. four 
more than Butler, and one more 
than Sutherland. When he has 
finished an opinion it is a model of 
clear English and a logical presen- 
tation of facts. Brandeis has never 
been tripped up on an error of 
law. ‘those who disagree with 
him m''st do so om point of view. 
They cannot do so on the facts. 

Neither can they challenge his 
scrupulousness in matters of per- 
sonal honor. When the precedent- 
setting case of the District of Co- 
lumbia minimum-wage law came 
before the court in 1923, Brandeis 
voluntarily disqualified himself 
from sitting because his daughter 
was a member of the board that 
administered the act. When the 
Oregon minimum-wage statute, 
which he had helped to draft, 
reached the court, Brandeis again 
withdrew — conduct in marked 
contrast to that of some of his 
colleagues. 

Tall, thin, slightly stooped, with 
high cheekbones, deepset eyes, and 
snowy-white hair, he is one of the 
most striking figures on the bench. 
Despite his age, he continues in 
fairly good health, thanks in part 
to the constant vigil of Mrs. Bran- 
deis, who warns all dinner guests 
that they must leave at nine. The 
justice retires early but is an early 
riser and is a firm believer that 
there ig a mysterious relationship 
between sunlight and the potency 
of man. He is at his desk by six 
every morning, and on his birth- 
day not long ago Jim Landis found 
him working‘at five. 

Every spring the justice looks 
forward to getting up to his sum- 
mer home near Chatham on Cape 
Cod. Here he lives as simply as 
he does in Washington and comes 
nearer to fulfilling the actuality 
though not the theory of President 
Roosevelt’s horse-and-buggy criti- 
cism. For though the Brandeis’ 
summer home is three miles from 
Chatham, he has no automobile, 
though his daughter, Susan, has 
one just across the road. 

The justice believes in old-fash- 
ioned means of locomotion in other 
respects. Recently when Charles 
Taussig, of the National Youth Ad- 
ministration visited him on a 
yachting cruise, Brandeis remark- 
ed that in his younger days he had 


‘found the best means of travel 


around the shores of Cape Cod was 
by canoe. It was a simple matter 
to keep close to land, the justice 
explained, and it was easy to beach 
your canoe if a storm came up. 
true to his conviction that 
efficiency does not necessarily 
main a happier life, he added: 

“And the best part about it was 
that you knew you were doing it 
all yourself.” 

The only concession Brandeis 
has made to efficiency is a set of 
rolling bookshelves which on a 
sunshiny summer’s day can be 


{pushed out on his wide veranda 


overlooking the sea. They are fill- 
ed with volumes of supreme court 
reports, and Morris Ernst once 
asked: “Why do you have those 
books around, Mr. Justice, when 
you write them yourself?” 
Whereupon the justice, without 
response, dug up some pamphlets 
on savings-bank insurance and 
handed: them to Ernst. He ex- 


“Nine Honest Men”

CHAPTER XVIII. 

This was but another way of 
declaring that congress must take 
pains to write the rules, must set 
forth the limits, must specify the 
penalties, must tell the citizen in 
advance what the law is, so he 
will not wake up some day and 
find he is violating a law that has 
never before been published. 

The supreme court did not say 
codes of fair competition could not 
be written and proclaimed, It did 
say that merely calling something 
“fair competition” and writing a 
series of codes under that term 
was not a power that could be de- 
rived from t': fact that “unfair 
competition” had been described 
in the past and set forth in stat- 
utes upheld as constitutional. The 
court registered an objection, in- 
deed, to a mere recitation of ob- 
jectives in a preamblé of the law 
and calling these things a “legis- 


‘lative standard.” i 


A careful reading of the de- 
cision will reveal that the court 
did not close the door against a 
law that would set forth legisla- 
tive standards and rules for fair 
competition and delegate their ad- 
ministration to a compétent tri- 
bunal, like the Federal Trade 
Commission, with the limits of the 
law clearly expressed, so that the 
citizen could have no doubt of 
what was meant. 

But the court did not approve 
the idea that congress could dele- 
gate to the President or any of his 
associates the right to make codes. 
Congress alone could write them 
and then authorize the Trade 
Commission to carry them out. It 
will be argued, this means labor- 
ious work and considerable time. 
But after a depression, a na*ion 
cannot be rebuilt in a day, and 
permanent relief from evils in an 
economic system cannot be eradi- 
eated overnight or by methods 
that do not assure simple justice 
to all concerned. 

To write a statute of fair com- 
petition, congress can bring to its 
aid a multitude of briefs and 
plans submitted by many who 
have studied this question from a 
legal and economic viewpoint for 
30 years. Congress, however, can- 
not expect to be successful in 
writing a workable statute if it 
is persuaded to take a short cut 
by putting dictatorial powers into 
the law for a bureaucrat to ad- 
minister. Nor can there be accept- 
ance by public sentiment of a law 
that does: not allow for an appeal 
or review of a commission’s de- 
cisions or for an orderly procedure 
such as should be followed in the 
evolution of administrative law. 

Also, unless the chief executive 
is willing to appoint judicially 
minded persons to the Federal 
Trade Commission and other com- 
missions to which congress dele- 
gates power, unless. politics is 
eschewed and less emphasis placed 
on social theory and more on a 
true appraisal of the practical 
mérits of each case, there can be 
little hope for a constructive so- 
lution by simply delegating pow- 
ers which are within the right of 
congress io delegate.
